SB 1512 Hardiman Children; services; disclosure of certain child protective services
information in certain circumstances; allow.

1. Amend page 2, line 22, after “ARRANGEMENT.” by inserting “IF THE
PARENTS AGREE THAT JOINT CUSTODY SHOULD NOT BE GRANTED, THE COURT
SHALL NOT GRANT JOINT CUSTODY.”.

Representative Sheen moved to adopt the amendment. The motion was supported by
Representative Hoogendyk.

1. Amend page 7, line 21, after “child” by striking out the balance of the sentence
through “ hospitalization” on line 21.

2. Amend page 7, line 23, after “means’ by striking out the balance of the line through
“injury” online 25 and inserting “AN INJURY TO THE CHILD THAT REQUIRES
MEDICAL TREATMENT OR HOSPITALIZATION AND”.

3. Amend page 7, line 26, after “the” by inserting“CHILD’S".

4. Amend page 7, line 26, after “well-being” by striking out “of achild”.

Representative Pearce moved to adopt the amendments. The motion was supported by
Representative Vander Veen.
